WT. have endeavcured to culiivate the friend- 
iliip of «11 nations, and efpeciidly with thofe 
v u l i which we have the moil important re­ 
lations. 
W e havs done 
them' juilicc 
on all occaOoiH, favored where favor was 
lawful, and cherifllied mu u^l intereds and 
iiuercouii’e on fair and equal terms. 
W e 
mrc firmly eonvinced, and we a¿\ on that con- 
vi^lion, that with nations, as with indiviJu- 
als, our intercHs, foundly calcMlated, will 
«ver be found infeparalde from our moral 
duties. 
And hiilory bears witnefs to the 
fail, that a juft nation ii trailed on its word, 
when recdurfc is h.td tu artnainenu and wan 
to bridle otheri.

them no dcfire but to be undiflurbed, the 
flream of overflowing population trom other 
regions dtrefted itfrlf on ibefe ihores. W i t h ­ 
out power to divrrt, or habiti to contend a- 
gainli it, they have been ovei whelmed by the 
current,, or driven btfor« it. 
Now reduced 
within limits too narrow fur the hunter ftate, 
humanity enjoins us to tench them agricul­ 
ture, and the domefk c arts ; to encourage 
them to that indufliy which ahnc. can^ ena­ 
ble them to maintain their place in exig­ 
ence, and to prepare them in tune for that 
ftate ot fociety, which, to bodily comforts, 
adds the improvement of the mind and mo­ 
rals, wc have therefore liberally furuiihed 
them with the implements of hulb>ndry and 
houfehold ufe ; wc have placed among them 
inilrudtors in the arts of the fird neceiHiy ; 
and they ate covered with the cgls of the 
liW againft aggreiT.jrs fruin liniong ouifelvcs. 


But the endeavours to enlighten th-ni on 
the fate which awaits their prrfent courfe 
of life, to induce them to txt-rcife their rea- 
foii, follow its dictates, and change their 
purfuits with the change of ciicuinilances, 
have powerful obrtacl''" . . •ticnunter. They 
are combated by the hauiia of their bodies, 
prejudices of their minds, ignorance, pride, 
ami the influence cf intercUed and crafty 
individuals among th?m, who feel Ikemfelves 
fomething in the preftnt order of things, and 
fear to become nothing in any other— Thefe 
perfons inculcate a fan€timonious revcrence 
for the cufloms of their ancelVors, that what- 
foevcr they did mull be done through all time ; 
that reafon is a falfe guide, and to advanc« un­ 
der its counfel in their phyfical. moralor politi­ 
cal condition, is perilous innovation; that their 
duty is to remain as 
their Creator made 
them, ignorance being fafety, ard knowledge 
full of danger. 
In Ihort, roy friends, among 
them alfo is feen the adlion and counter-ac­ 
tion of good f«r)fe and of bigotry. 
T h ry too 
have their antiphilofophiils* who find an in- 
tereft in keepii.g things in their piefent flate ; 
who dread reformation, and exert all their 
faculties to maintain the afcendency of habit 
over the duty of improving our reafon and 
obrying its nriandates. 


In giving theCe outlines I do not mean, 
fellow citizens, to arrogate to myfclf the 
merits ( f (he meafures. 
'I'hat is due, in the 
fiiil place, to the rtflrAing char^dter of our 
citizens at large, who, by the weight of 
public opinion, influence andftrengthen the 
public meafures. 
It is due to the found 
difcretion with which they feledl from a- 
mong themfelves thofe ito whom they con­ 
fide the legifluive duties. 
It is due to the 
zeal and wildom of the 
charadters 
thus 
fele£\ed, who lay the founcUtions of public 
happinrfs in wholefome laws, the execution 
of which atone remains for othess : and it is 
due to the able 
and faithful auxitiaries, 
whofe patriotifm h£t affociatedthem with me 
in the executive funAions. 


During the courfe of the adminiilration, 
and in order to difturb it, the artillery of 
ihe prefs has been levelled againft us, charg­ 
ed with whatfoever its licentioufnefs could 
dcvife or dare. 
Theft; ubufes of an inilitu- 
tion, fo imj'ortant to freedom and fcience, 
arc deeply to be regretted, inafmuch 
as 
they tend to Icffew its ufcfulnefs and to 
fip its fafety. 
Th>*y might perhaps have 
be«n corrc£led by th t wholefcme puniUiment 
relerved to, and provided by the laws of the 
fctersl Hates againil falfehood anddefamatioo 
But public duties more u rg m t prefs on the 
time of public fervants, and the offenders 
have therefore been ¥ ' to find their pun- 
iOunent in the public indignation. 


Nor was it uniatereAlng to the wc»rld 
that an rxperimtnt fliould be fairly and fully 
made, whether freedom ofdifcufllon, unaided 
by power, is nor fulHcirnt for the propsga- 
tion and proteilion of truth ? W hether a 
government, conduiling itfclf in the true 
fpirit of its coniUtution, with zeal and 
purity, and doing no a d which it wsuld be 
unwilling the whole world ftiould witnefs, 
can be wiitten down 
by 
falfehood and 
defamation. The experiment has been tried. 
You have witnelTed the fcene.— Our fellow- 
ciiiz'ns have looked on cool and collected. 
They faw the latent fource from whici' thele 
oir.rjp^es proceeded, 
'i hey gathered around 
their public tur.(f\ionaries ; and when 
the 
conditutijn calleti them to the decilion by 
fcfTragc, they pronounced 
thrir 
verdi^, 
honourable to thcTe wlio h'^d forved them 
and confolatory to the friend of mxn, who 
believes he niay be cntinilcd wiih ihc cutj- 
troul ot tiis own aif urs.

Coateniplating the union of fentiment now 
manifeiled fo generally, as auguring harmo­ 
ny and happinefs to our future courfe, I offer 
to our country iincere congratulations— 
W'ith thofe too, no: yet rallied to the fame 
point, the difpofition to do fo is g^iiniivg 
drengih. 
F a d s are piercing through the 
veil drawn over them : and our doubting 
brethren will at length fee that the mafs of 
their fellow-citizens, with whom they cannot 
yet refolve to a(fl, as to principles and roea- 
fures, think as they tkink, and delire what 
they dcfire. Thatowr wifh, as well as theirs. 
i;i that the jpublic efforts may be directed 
honedly to the public good, that peace be 
cultivated, civil and religious liberty un- 
aiiailcd. law and order prei'crved. equality of 
rights maintained, and that ftate ot property 
equal or unequal, which refults to every man 
from hi* own indndry or that of his fathers 
When fatisfi.d of thefc views, it is not in 
human nature that they ihould not approve 
and fupport them. 
In the mean time h t us 
cherilh them with patient affr¿lion. 
Let us 
do them jndice and moie than judice, in a^l 
competit ions of intered : and we need not 
doubt that truth reafon, and th< ir own in- 
tt reds will at length prevail,will gather them 
into the fold of their country, and will com- 
pleat that entire union of opinion^ whicli gi ves 
to a nation the bieffuigsof harmony, and the 
benrfic of all its drength.

I ftiail need therefore all the 
indulgence I have heretofore exp rienced s 
the want of it will certainly not leffen with

who led our fathers, as Ifratl of old, from 
their native land, and planted them in a coun­ 
try flowing with all the nect ffaries and com­ 
forts of life ; who has covered our infancy 
with hi!4 providence, and our riper years with 
his wifdoni and p^wer : and to whofe good- 
nrfs I aik you to join with me in fupplica- 
tions, that he will fo enlighten the miiids cf 
your fervants. guide their councils, and prof.
